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THE HEROIC LINCOLN 


T lx . tendency to heroine historic figures is good 
for patriotism, but bad for analysis. 
The 
heroic 
Lincoln who;#* birthday is commemorated today has 
little to do with the political Lincoln who struggled 
courageously with the problems of slavery and seces­ 
sion. 
The heroic Lincoln Is a superman drawing strength 
from an inspired vision of human rights and gov­ 
ernmental unity 
Tile political Lincoln was a falter­ 
ing mar tai who tried to do what seemed right and 
necessary and who 
frequently 
doubted 
his own 
Judgment. 
Tile heroic Lincoln has been plac' d on a pedestal 
and wreathed with generous tribute. 
The political 
Lmcoln was loved by a few friends, regarded skep­ 
tically by many casual acquaintances and hated by 
a host of enemies. His reward for public service was 
a violent death. 
The words and deeds of the heroic Lincoln are 
quoted to prove hlr, greatness. 
In his lifetime the 
same words and deeds were quoted to prove hts un­ 
fitness for the presidency. 
He was us great a man 
then as time has proved him to be, but only a few 
of his contemporaries were able to anticipate historic 
Judgment. 
It would be better for those who have inherited 
the nation whieh Abraham Lincoln helped to pre­ 
serve lf they were to try more faithfully to recon­ 
struct him as a man. 
That is the only reasonable 
approach to him as a 
national 
hero. 
There is a 
broad 
suggestion of 
thoughtlessness, 
even 
of 
hypocrisy, in tribute which ignores the probability 
that if Lincoln were president of 
the United States 
today he would fare no better 
In the unsympathetic 
hands of his countrymen than he did in the 1860s 
The pride which Americans 
take in 
their great 
statesmen rarely is Justified by national ability to 
recoin lie great ness.

Already material progress has been 
made with the plan to establish Japanese authority 
in Chinese territory. 
Any economist, any 
historian 
and 
any honest 
diplomat would say there Is nothing surprising in 
Japans plan. 
It is as 
natural 
an outgrowth of 
Japanese nationalism as the desire for naval ' quality 
with Great Britain and tile United States. Tile two 
things are related, 
Great Britain and the United States both want 
the right to trade with China. 
In the past they 
hare had not only the right to trade but privileges
